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MAYOR’S ANNUAL MESSAGE 


January 1, 1918. 


To the Honorable the Memibers of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 

The year now closed has brought our country into the great conflict 
which will determine whether the world can be made a safe place for 
law-abiding nations. With us it was not so much a question of war or 
peace as some well-meaning people thought, as a question which kind 
of peace. we would have and whether we care enough for a lasting 
peace to fight for it. Our choice was made unhesitatingly when once 
we came to see the peril which threatens not only our present security, 
but that of our children after us and the future security of the 
whole world; and many interests with which we were occupied so short 
a while ago are now. forgotten in the intensity of our purpose to achieve 
through victory the power to impose a peace which will make another such 
war as this forever impossible. In consequence it is inevitable that the 
whole manner of our living, public as well as private, is in process of 
readjustment and that the things which yesterday we thought so vital to 
our well-being we now deem trivial, or else they do not so much as enter 
into our thoughts.

Municipal Affairs in Relation to the War. 


If these were usual times I would have hoped on this occasion to re- 
port progress in the Park Avenue widening and Municipal Park pro- 
jects, and others included in the City Planning program outlined in 
previous messages. But costly ‘betterments of that character have of 
necessity been postponed and should be for the period of the war. Cer- 
tain projects which were already started have ‘been carried. forward, 
such as the Municipal Building, the storm and sanitary sewer systems, 
and the extension of permanent pavements. But I seriously question 
whether the latter should be continued further at this time. As you 
know, the project contemplates the rebuilding of from fifteen to twenty 
miles of our through highways and business streets in a period of five 
or six years, from three to four miles of construction to be undertaken 
yearly. Since 'we must now practice strict economy in all things and 
do our part to release labor and resources for the nation’s vital needs, it 
would seem that improvements of that kind ‘have no proper place in our 
plans for the year, especially as we have deferred action under the new ordi- 
nance requiring the reconstruction of sidewalks, and have even post- 
poned items in our efficiency program such as a modern accounting system . 
_in the treasurer’s office and the fixed post system in the police department, 
solely on account of the immediate expense involved. 

Indeed, I am unable to avoid the conclusion that if we are to perform 
cur full duty we must not only abstain from new undertakings, but 
also seek ways to stop the mounting cost of maintenance. Some in- 
crease here is inevitable and must be met. But I am convinced that 
@ saving can be made if we will but dig in and hold fast, instead of 
proceeding blithely on the principle that we must move forward to pre- 
vent slipping backward. New theories are taking the place of old in 
these days. 

To illustrate the thought and not by way of criticism, for I recognize 
the ambition of each department to improve service conditions and make 
a good showing, is it right in these times to increase appropriations for 
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street repair work in order that our macadam roads may be put into 
better condition than that to which we have been accustomed? Of 
course a certain amount of repair is necessary to prevent disintegration 
and greater ultimate cost. But of a different kind are maintenance 
charges which will merely add to the ease of people who ride and for their 
convenience in the matter of speed. Instead of improving conditions 
where this will mean an increase in maintenance appropriations, ought we 
not rather to get along as best we can with the quality of service we now 
have? 

I view with apprehension the preparation of the new budget unless it 
is approached in this spirit. I do not think that we should curtail 
in caring for the poor or in safeguarding the public health. But in the 
Home Defense League the police department has an auxiliary or reserve 
for emergencies, and this should make it possible to do without the 
larger regular force which would otherwise be necessary. In my judgment 
there is no other department, not excepting the department of public 
education, in which the economies of last year may not be repeated with- 
out serious detriment, and possibly exceeded. In such of them as con- 
cern not so much our vital interests as our comfort and the luxury of com- 
munity life, the disposition to do without should be paramount and make 
further saving possible. : 

The 1917 budget was made up immediately after our entry in the 
war and at a time when there was reasonable expectation that it might 
not be of long duration. But even then we knew that it would bring 
new and unusual taxes on ‘business and on private incomes and your 
estimates and those of the Board of School Estimates were prepared with 
commendable regard for the conditions confronting us. The increase 
for schools was about $28,000, which was $16,000 more than we would 
expect in ordinary times and was due to the high cost of fuel, sup- 


plies and stationery and a salary bonus of $50 for the teachers—an equiv- — 


alent for policemen and firemen being arranged through advancement from 
a lower to a higher grade. Further reductions could not have been 


made without some impairment of school efficiency. This, even during the © 


war, we should avoid as long as possible. 


For city purposes, exclusive of schools the fire department appropria-— 


tion was increased $9,000 due to recruiting the force to full strength in 
1916. The sewer maintenance department advanced $2,000 on account 
of the operation of the new and larger disposal plant, and there was a net 
increase of $9,000 for bond and note interest due to the Municipal Build- 
ing and the permanent pavement and sewer extension improvement. We 
also had to provide $5,000 for the maturity of the first installment of 
Joint Sewer bonds. Against these and a few minor increases there were 
decreases in other appropriations, so that the net increase for city purposes 
in 1917 was only about $19,000. 

Thus it appears that we had to raise about $47,000 more in 1917 than in 
1916 for all local purposes, including schools. Of this amount about one- 
half would have been produced automatically by the increase in ratables, 
leaving only about $24,000 to be carried by advancement of the tax rate. 
In other words, the tax rate, which for three years we had held at 1.91, 
an achievement unequalled throughout the State, so far as I am aware, 
would not have advanced more than eight points except for the new State 
road tax, which was ‘beyond our control and was responsible for a net 
increase of approximately $28,000 in the amount to be raised for State 
and county purposes and for a further advance of about nine points in the 


tax rate. I suppose that theoretically a tax rate ought not to go up at all

except as the measure of the ability and desire of the public to spend more 
for community advantages. That is, larger appropriations should be 
limited ‘by the new valuations which support them. But abnormal condi- 
tions have now made this impossible. 

From the foregoing, which will serve as a summary of the financial 
situation by approximation, it is apparent that notwithstanding a pains- 
taking effort to keep expenses down last year, the tax rate advanced seven- 


teen points. We can ‘hardly expect our task to be easier this year; in 
fact, it will be more difficult than ever. But it seems to me that it must 
be met in some way or the tax burden will soon be intolerable. In war 


times we must expect to cut down expenses and to go on cutting them down. 
If the war continues we shall have to make sacrifices such as we have not 
known before. We dare not go forward with no thought for the mor- 
row. Should we not, therefore, adopt as a guiding principle for the new 
year the purpose to search out the things which for the time being we 
can do without? 

The war has brought new responsibilities in the administration of 
the affairs of the city and has imposed a new outlook upon us. The 
field of our activities in local matters is narrower and our choice within 
that field is restricted almost to the vanishing point. We used to talk 
about efficiency and economy, meaning efficiency with economy. Now 
the emphasis is inverted; we are almost ready for economy with or with- 
out efficiency. In these circumstances the recommendations which other- 
wise I would put forward on this occasion are for the time being withheld, 
until we know jbetter than we now do what the year has in store for us. 

Details regarding the city’s ‘business will be found as usual in the 
annual reports of the several officials, heads of departments, boards and 
commissions charged with the management thereof. Without exception 
they are all to be commended for the manner in which they have per- 
formed their duties under trying conditions. Examination of these reports 
will reveal a degree of accomplishment, under handicap, well deserving 
oi public approval. 


Community War Activities. 


If the war thas limited our activities in some directions its influ- 
ence has been greatly to enlarge them in others; and it would seem 
. fitting, in place of the customary review of municipal achievement, 
to speak of the part which the people themselves have had in further- 
ance of the community and national welfare. I have had the great 
privilege of naming and organizing many commissions and committees 
composed of patriotic men and women, who jhave given and are: giv- 
ing whole-heartdly of their time in voluntary service of incomparable 
value to the city and to the national government. With numerous 
auxiliaries and sub-committees so many workers have been enlisted that 
they are to be counted by the hundreds. 

In February, before war was declared, we had a wonderful patri- 
otic ‘mass meeting in the High School, which I am sure will never be 
forgotten, with ex-President Taft as the principal speaker. A letter 
signed by eighteen hundred citizens of Plainfield and North Plainfield 
was sent to the President, pledging support to him and the Congress 
to whatever extent it might ‘be found necessary to employ force in safe- 
guarding the country and its people. The Home Defense League was 
organized in March with M. S. Ackerman, Chairman, and Henry S. Fuller- 
ton, R. F. R. Huntsman and Dr. C. B. Lufburrow as a commission to act 
with the mayor in the management of its affairs. Under the direction 
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of the Commission, and of its officers, it has reached a high degree of effi- 
ciency and acts as a special police reserve, subject to call by the mayor 
or police department, in any emergency. In its plan of organization the 
league differs from similar bodies elsewhere in that it is an integral part 
of the police force for emergency service, but separately equipped and 
drilled under commission control. I have had a special interest in its 
activities because of the decision at the outset to enforce strict military 
discipline as a means of retaining interest. The results have exceeded 
all expectations. It is one of the few organizations of its kind in the 
State which has been wholly successful and in ‘which 'the interest is as 
keen today as it was nine months ago. This is by no means entirely due 


to the merits of the plan itself. Busy men, practically all of them 


above the military age, are giving unhesitatihgly of their time and strength 
for drills and patrol; the public has contributed generously to the support 
of the enterprise, and credit is due to the chief of police, who has managed 
the operating details with zeal and ability. 

The Agricultural Commission was next appointed in April, with Wil- 
liam S. Tyler as chairman, and various committees associated with him 
in the work. Back of the army and navy are the farmers and all the 
agricultural resources of the country. The commission has had charge 
of the food supply and farm labor problems, and the encouragement of 
bome gardens. It initiated and supervised a public market during the 
summer months, which achieved a considerable success. Good manage- 
ment enabled it to co-ordinate its activities with those ‘of larger units and 
to co-operate effectively with the State and Federal authorities. 

The Liberty Loan Committee was appointed in May with Judge William 
N. Runyon as honorary chairman and E. W. Bulkeley as managing direc- 
tor. Mr. Bulkeley also directed the second Liberty Loan campaign in 
September, the same committee ‘being reappointed. With the co-opera- 
tion of the local banking institutions two very successful campaigns were 
conducted in a line of work requiring business skill and administrative 
ability of a high order. The same may ‘be said of the committee ap- 
pointed early in June with Wilbur H. Rogers as chairman to manage the 
drive for our quota of the one hundred million dollar Red Cross war fund. 
Nearly a hundred representative men and women served cn this com- 
mittee, and in a week’s campaign went over the top witn $15,000 in 
excess of our $50,000 allotment. 

Early in June, being requested by the American Red Cross to suggest a 
method of procedure for organizing a local chapter, I recommended that 
it be done by a merger of such societies as the National Special Aid, the 
Belgian Relief and other war relief agencies already organized and doing 
a splendid work, but under separate management. It was natural in the 
beginning that special objects should interest different groups of people 


and lead to the formation of various societies and committees. But the: 


need of consolidating these closely-related activities to prevent overlapping 
and duplication, and for greater efficiency, had already become apparent 
when this opportunity presented itself. A committee of ladies repre- 
senting the different war relief organizations attended a conference at the 


American Red Cross in New York and arranged for a public meeting, to be 


held in the High School, at which the organization of the jocal chapter 
was perfected by the appointment of an executive committee with Charles 
W. McCutchen as permanent chairman. Several of the existing relief 
agencies immediately merged with the new chapter and the Volunteers’ 
Auxiliary of Plainfield and North Plainfield did so later. The local 
chapter of the Red Cross has since become the most important of all 
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our war activities, engaging the services of the women of the entire com- 


munity, with numerous auxiliaries and a host of patriotic workers. Iiis 
ably managed and a credit to the city and borough, both of which it 
represents. Under the capable leadership of Samuel Townsend, it has 


just completed a remarkable campaign, enrolling a total of over ten thous- 
and members from a population of less than thirty-five thousand for the 
district canvassed. 


The Woman’s Service Committee, with Miss Margaret Mead as chairman, 
was organized in July, to enlist the interest of housewives in the Hoover 
plan for the elimination of food waste in housekeeping. The committee 
made a vigorous canvass of the city, and the pledge cards, several thousand 
in number, were collected and forwarded direct to Washington instead of 
relying upon housekeepers to mail them individually. This was a feature 
of the campaign as conducted here so efficiently. It met, however, with 
indifferent success elsewhere throughout the State, which led to a second 
campaign soon after under State direction with Ernest R. Ackerman in 
charge for the county, and by his appointment, George L. Babcock for 
our local district. He had the co-operation of the earlier organization, 
and his committee met with well-merited success in completing the canvass 
previously undertaken. 

In July the Commercial Economy Board of the Council of National 
Defense recommended a plan for commercial economy through retrench- 
ment in delivery service by retail stores, and by reducing to a minimum 
the acceptance of returned goods. It seemed to me that our local business 
organizations were the proper agencies to secure the co-operation of shop- 
keepers, and I therefore requested Judge Newcorn, Morris C. Van Arsdale 
and David T. Kenney, presidents, respectively, of the Board of Trade, Busi- 
ness Men’s Association and Chamber of Commerce, to assume charge of 
the campaign. They appointed a joint committee of these organizations 
and worked out a plan to eliminate special deliveries and reduce regular 
deliveries to two a day. Many of the merchants agreed to participate, 
and a committee was also formed to suggest limitations with respect to 
goods on approval and: the acceptance of returned goods. 

The Four-Minute Men Committee was appointed in August at the re- 
quest of the National Committee on Public Information, to utilize the motion 
picture shows for putting war information before the public. Judge J. 
Henry Crane, as chairman of the committee and his associates, organized a 
group of speakers and a schedule was arranged early in September. Since 
then the work has been systematically carried on at most of the perform- 
ances held in the city, the proprietors of the local theatres co-operating will- 
ingly. The public is under obligations to these Four-Minute Men for their 
patriotic service and for bringing Plainfield so splendidly in line with the 
requests of the Committee on Public Information at Washington. 

The Plainfield Library War Council was organized in September, with C. 
B. Tyler as chairman, to obtain subscriptions for Plainfield’s share of the 
one million dollar fund to provide libraries. for the men at the various 
camps and at the front. This committee also was entirely successful in 
its campaign and worked faithfully and energetically to that end. s 

One of the greatest events of the year was the Community Farewell on 
September 4th by which Plainfield honored the men who had been selected 
tor the new National Army. The Mayor’s Committee, appointed to arrange 
for the great patriotic demonstration, was comprised of some of our best 
known citizens, with Judge Runyon as general chairman and Eliot T. 
Barrows as chairman of the executive committee. The program included 
one of the largest parades we Jhave ever had and a dinner to the depart-

ing men in the High School gymnasium, followed by a great patriotic 
meeting in the auditorium. In other cities there may have been more 
display, but nowhere was there a finer balance of simplicity and enthusiasm 
or greater dignity in celebrating an event of such solemnity in the lives 
and aspirations of all true Americans. It was as if we realized at last 
in the fullness of our understanding that on what these men are setting 
forth to do depends not alone our safety and liberties, but the liberties and 
happiness of all people everywhere. 

There have been other patriotic undertakings not originating through 
official municipal action. The local Exemption Board, directed first by Cor- 
poration Counsel Reed and now by Judge William R. Codington, is per- 
forming a difficult task of importance to the Government. The work is 
voluntary, and pulblic-spirited men have come forward to assist the board 
in its arduous labors. Our religious, social and business organizations have 
initiated movements of their own while participating actively in these other 
country-wide campaigns. The camp work of the Y. M. C. A. and Knights 
of Columbus is striking proof that the national pulse beats strong and true. 
The local press has given valuable aid, jealous of the honor of the com- 
munity, and with pride in its accomplishments. I wish that a more com- 
plete detail than this might be given of Plainfield’s part in the stirring 
events which make up the record of this memorable period, and I grate- 
fully acknowledge the ready co-operation of North Plainfield in all matters 
in which we have acted jointly. 

We face sorrow and suffering in many homes, but let us go forward 
with faith in the final triumph of right over wrong, each doing his part 
manfully and cheerfully. Thus the new year will bring true happiness 
after all in the consciousness of duty well performed.

Special Message No. 13 
PLAINFIELD HOME DEFENSE LEAGUE 
Mirch 19, 1917. 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 

I wish to inform you, and the public through this message to your honor- 
able body, regarding certain measures which are being taken in this time of 
uncertainty and general suspense to prepare for whatever emergency may 
later arise. I have thought it best not to make announcement on this matter 
until certain plans which I have had could be developed. These have been 
worked out in the last month and are now sufficiently advanced to enable 
me to state in a general ‘way what is ‘being done. 

Early last month the Board of Police authorized the purchase of ad- 
ditional equipment for the regular police force, and instructions issued for 
gun and revolver practice which is now being carried on systematically. In 
uther directions also the police department has made active and thorough 
preparation for the maintenance of good order, although I deem it inadvis- 
able at this time to make public the details regarding the emergency 
organization of the regular force. In the Fire Department an emergency 
reserve has been created, the retired call men having volunteered for the 
purpose, and other protective measures taken. 

In order to have ready a reserve body of citizens as an auxiliary to the 
regular police force I have, with the approval of the Board of Police, organ- 
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ized a Plainfield Home Defense League. The general plan and scope of 
organization is as follows: 


1. I have appointed the following commission, which has agreed to act 
with me in the management of the activities of the League: R. F. R. Hunts- 
man, of the First ward; Marion S. Ackerman, of the Second ward; Henry S. 
Fullerton, of the Third ward; C. B. Lufburrow, M. D., of the Fourth ward. 
The purpose of the league is to organize, drill and otherwise train a body 
of citizens to be available for service as special police officers. The league 
will also undertake a general campaign oi preparedness for home defense 
in order to mobilize the resources of the city for the protection of the citi- 
zens and their property. ‘All expenses, including those for equipment 
and drill and the cost of maintaining members as special police officers 
when called out as hereafter explained, will be met by voluntary subscrip- 
tion to a Home Defense Fund. George P. Mellick has accepted appoint- 
ment by the commission as chairman of a Finance Committee of citizens, 
which will have charge of this matter. The committee will shortly an- 
nounce where contributions may be sent. It is desired that all residents 
of Plainfield who ‘would like to have a part in this movement shall feel that 
the smallest contributions are welcome. The commission will also name 
such other citizen committees as may ‘be needed to further the objects of the 
league. 

2. Membership in the league is wholly voluntary, without dues, and may 
be terminated by resignation at any time. It is limited to able-bodied men, 
citizens of the United States and residents of good standing in the city for 
at least one year, who are not connected with any military organization. 
Members agree to give so much of their time outside their usual affairs 
as the commission may require for drill and other training; also to stand 
ready for emergency service at any time as special police officers, without 
pay, regardless of business or professional demands. 

3. All authority of the League will be superseded by that of the mayor 
and police department from the time and for the period that actual ser- 
vice as a special police officer is required of any member of the league. 
All memlbers of the league stand ready to be sworn in as special police 
cfficers at any time, and as such to be subject to immediate call by the city 
authorities for police service. 

Otherwise all members of the league will be equipped and drilled, in 
such units or companies and with such officers and other organization, 
as the commission may determine. A. W. Ransome has accepted appoint- 
ment by the commission as commander of the league and will have charge 
of this work under the general direction of the commission. 

4. Fifty citizens have volunteered to serve as a nucleus in the organi- 
zation of the league and their nominations go to you today for confirma- 
tion as special police officers. Until called into service they have agreed 
to sacrifice their leisure for whatever drill and training may be necessary; 
and as stated they agree as members of the league to make whatever sacri- 
fice of business or professional interests may be required in an emergency. 


5. The commission invites applications for membership in the league. 
Names may be handed to any member of the commission. Many are now 
being received and additional units are being organized. These will be 
equipped and drilled and be held available to be sworn in as special police 
when needed; or may be sworn in at once and held subject to immediate 
call for service. 

While the league as an organization is separate from ‘the police depart- 
ment, all its services, including the recruiting of a reserve police force, as 
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above outlined, will be at the disposition of the regular authorities in all 
measures that may be taken for local protection. 

As the plan of organization of the league, so far as special police service 
js concerned, makes it necessary to limit membership and service to resi- 
dents of the city, I have conferred with Mayor Smalley, of the borough, 
regarding the organization there of a league along identical lines. I am 
pleased to announce that the suggestion meets with his cordial approval 
and that he is already at work on the project. By this means the men of 
North Plainfield will have like opportunity to show their patriotism. While 
the two commissions will exercise separate jurisdiction, they will act in 
co-operation for the benefit of the community as a whole. 

The Plainfield Council of Boy Scouts has placed all local Boy Scouts at 
my disposition for such service as they may be able to perform. Already 
the scouts have taken a preliminary census of the city. In this matter 
also I have had the co-operation of Mayor Smalley, who has approved 
gimilar action in the borough. The scouts will shortly undertake a more 
detailed survey of the resources of ‘both communities for local and national 
emergency and we shall expect ready compliance with all requests for 
information. In addition the commission is working out with the Scout 
Council a plan by which the Boy Scouts will be available as messengers, on 
patrol assignments, and in other ways. 

It now seems probable that our country, despite unexampled effort to safe- 
guard American lives and the nation’s vital interests ‘by an appeal to reason 
and the fundamental principles of civilization, may yet be driven to the 
employment of force in the defense of life and for the maintenance of right 
and liberty. Seeking first to establish international right and justice by 
persuasion and an appeal to moral obligation, we have given an example of 
soverign forbearance which has amazed a practical world and will for- 
ever redound to the honor of American ideals whether or not it has ad- 
vanced the security or the separate interests of the republic. No nation 
has ever given such proof of its devotion to peace. But what we now have 
ig not peace, and if we would have it we may need to be ready to enforce it. 

Therefore in this hour of national crisis I earnestly urge upon the people 
of our city not only that their loyalty, which is known, should also 
be proclaimed, for the encouragement of those entrusted with the high 
responsibility, but that they awake to a realization of the menace which 
threatens the country and of their own duty in preparing to meet it.

Special Message No. 14. 


ADVANCEMENT OF FIREMEN AND POLICEMEN 
July 25 19178 
To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the city of 
Plainfield: 

I am sending to your Honorable Body my recommendation for the ad- 
vancement of a number of firemen from a lower to a higher class on account 
of meritorious service; and I am further sending to you the recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Police for the like advancement of a certain number 
of policemen. 

In both cases the effect will be that the firemen and policemen will 
reach the higher class six months earlier than would occur automatically 


under the ordinances, which specifically authorize the Common Council 


— 
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on recommendation of the mayor, and the Board of Police, to so advance 
regular members of the fire department and police department of the city. 

The purpose is to recognize the good work and meritorious service of our 
firemen and policemen by assisting them in this way to an advance in 
salary through grade advancement in the service. In each case there is 
no question as to the meritorious service which is made the basis of advance- 
ment which I recommend. 

For your information I will add that additional advancements will be 
recommended on August lst, and at other later dates, in order that other 
members of the fire and police departments whose service has been meri- 
torious may receive a like six months advancement in class and salary.

Special Message No. 15. Gas Rates. 
AMZust 6 LO LT: 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


The Public Service Corporation has recently made application to the State 
Board of Public Utility Commissioners for what will amount to an increase 
in gas rates through the lowering in the quality or standard of gas produced. 
in other words, while the rates will not be higher, the consumer will really 
pay more because he will consume more, to get the same service as at 
present. 

At a recent meeting of the New Jersey State League of Municipalities, 
an organization whose object is to affect the co-operation of municipalities 
in matters of joint concern, it was decided to offer the services of the 
league to all municipalities in the State as an agency to secure co-operation 
in sharing whatever expense it may ‘be necessary to incur in opposing this 
application of the Public Service Corporation. It has ‘been estimated 
that if a reasonable number of municipalities participate the cost to each 
of them would not exceed one cent (1c) per capita of population. This 
would raise a fund sufficient to enable the municipalities who join in the 
movement to employ competent experts and attorneys. The outside cost 
to Plainfield would be two hundred and fifty dollars ($250). The city of 
Plainfield itself may not have a large interest in the matter, but it is a 
matter of vital concern to our citizens and taxpayers. 

I think the matter at least deserves careful consideration on the part of 
your honorable body, and I, therefore, transmit to you the formal notice 
from the New Jersey State League of Municipalities, to which is attached 
a form of resolution for your adoption, if you conclude to make the neces- 
sary appropriation. I suggest that the matter be referred to the Lighting 
Committee and corporation counsel jointly, for a recommendation and report 
at the mid-August meeting of the Common Council.

Special Message No. 16. Gas Rates. 
November 5, 1917. 
To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


In a communication addressed to your honorable body on August 6th, I 
advised you that the Public Service Corporation had made application to 
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the State Board of Public Utility Commissioners for permission to lower 
the quality or standard of the gas produced, thus in effect obtaining an in- 
crease in gas rates; because, while the consumer would not pay more than 
at present, he would consume more gas in order to get the same service. 
The New Jersey State League of Municipalities, of which Plainfield is a 
member, offered its services as an agency to oppose this application of the 
Public Service Corporation, and Plainfield joined with other citizens in 
contributing to a fund to meet the necessary expense. 

I have ‘been advised by the New Jersey State League of Municipalities 
that it has received official notice from the State Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners that they have refused the application of the gas companies, 
and I take pleasure in notifying you to that effect. Since the New Jersey 
State League of Municipalities was the only opponent appearing to contest 
the application of the gas companies, this decision may be regarded as 
evidence of the usefulness of the league in serving the interests of the 
municipalities of the State.

MAYOR’S WAR PROCLAMATIONS 


Mayor’s Proclamation on Declaration of War. 


Whereas, The Congress has declared that a state of war ‘has been thrust 
upon the Government and people of the United States by the Imperial Ger- 
man Government, and has authorized and directed the President to employ - 
the resources of the Government to carry on the war and bring the conflict 
to a successful termination; 

Now, therefore, I, Leighton Calkins, mayor of the city of Plainfield, 
New Jersey, do call upon all citizens resident in the city to display the 
fiag at their homes and places of business, and show by act and word their 
unswerving loyalty to the Government of the United States, and their deter- 
mination to support it by all means within their power for the defense of 
country and for the maintenance of the rights and liberties of mankind; and 

Whereas, The President in his message to the Congress has reminded us 
that, notwithstanding our present conflict with the Imperial German Gov- 
ernment, we are still the friends of the German people and have, even in 
war, the opportunity to prove that friendship by our attitude toward those 
of German origin who live among us; 

Now, therefore, I do further urge upon the people of this community 
that they make allowance for natural feelings of sympathy which Ameri- 
eans of German descent will have for the unfortunate plight of the 
country of their origin, and show them and those also of German birth, 
who, notwithstanding such feelings, are in fact unconditionally and out- 
’ spokenly loyal to the country of their voluntary adoption, a neighborly con- 
sideration. 

As for aliens among us, they will be protected in their personal and 
property rights so long as they conduct themselves inoffensively, obedient 
to their obligations as residents in this country, which imposes upon them 
an honorable compliance with the laws of the land, and will be violated 
by the slightest ‘hostile act, in abuse of the friendship and hospitality which 
we offer them in no spirit of mere tolerance, but rather with the sincerest 
feelings of sympathy and regard.

Mayor’s Proclamation. 
“WAKE UP AMERICA DAY” 

Thursday of this week, the 19th day of April, has just been selected 
by the New York Committee on National Defense as a ‘‘Wake Up America 
Day,’’ in order to revive the ‘Spirit of ’76” by commemorating the mid- 
night ride of Paul Revere and the Battle of Lexington. An elaborate 
program has been arranged for New York City; and in addition the cities 
of the whole country have been asked to co-operate in such manner as 
they may be able. As time is lacking to organize for public meetings— 
or other stated events—I suggest the following simple program for our 
city and ask co-operation on the part of those necessary to carry it out: 

1. 8 a. m., 12 noon, 7 p. m.—All church bells in the city to toll 
for five minutes. 

2. Patriotic exercises in all the schools, including the reading of 
Longfellow’s poem on the midnight ride of Paul ‘Revere. 

3. The flashing of Longfellow’s poem on the screen of the theatres, 
at the afternoon and evening performances, and the display of the 
national colors from the stage. 

4. A parade by the Boy Scouts in the early evening, through the 
business section of the city. 

As this is the only quick means of giving notice of the program, I hope 
that all who see it in this evening’s papers will speak of it to their friends 
and neighbors, and that the churches, schools and theatres will, if pos- 
sible, assist in carrying it out by doing their part as above suggested.

REGISTRATION DAY 

The President has named Tuesday, June the 5th, to be observed through- 
out the land as a day set apart not merely for the performance of a duty 
by men of the prescribed military age, but generally \by the people for 
thoughtful consideration of what this means to them and to the nation. If 
we are at war, aS we believe, to serve mankind and not ourselves alone; 
if our young men are answering their country’s call not so much in defense 
of a separate and selfish liberty as, in the apt words of the President, to 
fight out the cause of human liberty the world over, then, indeed, is their 
response honorable and their service ‘privileged, and it is fitting that the 
day be held by all the people in sacred regard. 

To this end it would seem more in keeping with the spirit of the occa- 
sion if the day were marked by simple and devotional observances, rather 
than by the more elaborate program, which usually we arrange for events 
of a public character. 

I, therefore, suggest that mention of the day and of its significance be 
made by the principal of each of our schools at the opening exercises, and 
that a short half-hour service of devotional patriotism be held in all our 
churches at half ‘past eight o’clock in the evening, when the young men of 
America are completing their enrollment in behalf of all that American 
manhood and woomanhood holds dear. Let the church bells begin ring- 
ing at a quarter after eight, and let all the people forego their usual 
pursuits at that hour and gather at their places of worship, ‘to 
seek God’s blessing for the men who go to the front and guidance that 
whatever they and we shall do, professing love for country and for the 
cause of liberty and humanity, shall be a service which is honorable in His 
sight.

RECRUITING WEEK. 


This is Recruiting Week, by proclamation of the President, and the Gov- 
ernor has also urged that New Jersey promptly enroll her quota. What is. 
desired is to bring the regular army up to full war strength by the recruit- 
ing of 70,000 men. Our young men who are subject to the draft, and fit 
physically, and who not only will not be exempted, but will not ask to be, 
have really a better opportunity for advancement by enlisting now.than if 
they wait to be called. Junior officers must be appointed in due course, 
Those who get the start in training get also the jump on others for pro- 
motion. The natural desire of every soldier to be advanced, and the 
patriotic demonstration to be of the utmost service to the country—here 
are two good reasons combined why the able-bodied young men in our 
city, who expect sooner or later to enter the army, should do so at once. 

In particular I would remind them that Company K, of our city, needs. 
recruits to bring it up to full strength, which is two shundred and fifty 
men. Captain Peterson has asked me to urge the men of the city, who are 
going into the army, to join their home company. Certainly, this is a 
chance for Plainfield ‘boys to get together and to know that when the time 
comes for them to fight in what has become veritably the cause of world 
freedom and Christian civilization, they will have the joy of feeling that 
they are supported and encouraged by men at their side who were their 
friends and neighbors at home before an outlaw government undertook to 
impose its brutal will upon unoffending nations. 

Let us be able to say not only that the country is awake, but that Plain- 
field also is awake.

SECOND LIBERTY LOAN 


But two days remain for the people of this great nation to show that 
they propose to back up American soldiers with American dollars and to 
support to the brave men of England, France, Italy and the other allied 
armies, which for three years have been holding off a ruthless and brutal 
foe, terrible in its might and now without honor among civilized countries. 
It is a nation run mad, seeking to overwhelm Europe first and then this con- 
tinent; in the beginning confident of success and jaunty in each breech of 
international obligation, but now desperate and determined to win by any 
means, however inhuman and abhorent. 


There will be no negotiated peace with Germany. Kaiserism is the 
doctrine that nations can grow only through wars of conquest; that might 
makes, right; that German Kultur is a necessity that knows no law; and 
that the world must accept the German idea of civilization and German 
control of world affairs. This is backed up by the German people. They 
stand behind the horrible things for which German militarism stands, and, 
therefore, Germany must ‘be brought to her knees, begging for the ‘best 
peace she can get. She will never negotiate a peace except upon terms 
which will give her time to prepare for her revenge, because she is still 
absolutely unrepentant, faithless, and not to be trusted. This is no time 
to talk peace with Germany; we must impose peace upon her. 

This Liberty Loan will be a success. The people will lend their dol- 
lars to the Government. They have had to ‘be awakened and aroused be- 
cause we are far from the horrors of the war and disaster has as yet hardly 
touched us. There is need still, in these two remaining days, to exert 


ourselves to the utmost to bring the loan up to the maximum at which we 


aim, which will have a more crushing effect on a aka enemy than the 
loss of ia ‘whole division of its army in the field. 


But my appeal to the men of Plainfield, and to the women, and even the 
children, is more especially that no patriotic American permit himself or 
herself to lose this opportunity to invest in a cause for human rights, and 
to make an end of such wars once for all. 

More important, then, than the mere lending of ‘five billion dollars is 
that every man, woman and child shall lend something. It would be bet- 
ter to have three billions loaned by ten million of our people than five 
billions by a few hundred or thousand. We want a tremendous demonstra- 
tion of personal interest. No one who cherishes liberty can afford not to be 
a bond owner. 

You cannot all fight for your country, but you can back it up. The 
success of the Liberty Loan does not depend on your small subscription. 
But your country depends on you, and it makes no difference whether 
you are an American by adoption or by birth. If you are an American 
you will wish later on to be ready with your answer when asked: ““Are 
you a Liberty bondholder? Did you help win the war? When your country 
asked you to lend your money, did you do it?”’ . 

Plainfield has been allotted a quota, which may be hard to reach, but 
Plainfield can at least show in the total number of subscribers that all her 
people have a real personal interest in the war, and are behind the Gov- 
ernment, and will continue to support it until the civilized world at last 
emerges from this frightful nightmare.

ARMENIAN AND SYRIAN RELIEF 


Germany has many crimes to answer for in connection with this world 
war, which she deliberately planned and is ruthlessly and brutally carrying 
on in defiance of the rights of mankind. Some of ‘these crimes stand out in 
bold relief, and we are all too familiar with them, because they vitally im- 
peril our own liberties and the liberties of all peace-pursuing nations. 

The crime against Belgium is a by-word in the mouths of honorable 
men and women the world over, and the civilized world is in arms to pun- 


ish the violator and despoiler. The invasion of Servia and of France 


were crimes beyond words to express. 

But in the unutterable misery and devastation inflicted upon areas in 
the various war zones, swept over ‘by the contending armies, and upon 
the innocent and unoffending inhabitants thereof, we see, perhaps, the 


greatest crime of all. There are more than 2,000,000 men, women and — 


children in Armenia, Syria and Palestine who are on the verge of starva- 
tion, doomed to extermination unless relief is promptly afforded. In 
terms of actual suffering the condition of ‘these people is more pitiable even 
than that of the Belgians. Driven from their homes, starving and dying, 
they are so far removed from us and from our immediate opportunities for 
the relief of suffering non-combatants that aid and succor can be provided 
only if we arouse ourselves to its great need. 

I, therefore, appeal to the people of this city to share the interest of 
other communities 'throughout the country in the great work of relief for 
the starving people of Armenia and Syria, which is now being undertaken 
through the agency of the American Red Cross. And I hereby designate 
Friday and Saturday of this week, November 2nd and 3rd, as days upon 
which the people of Plainfield may co-operate in full measure with the 
plans of our local Red Cross chapter for this purpose. On Thursday even- 
ing, November 1, a mass meeting of citizens will be held at the high school, 
when the Hon. Abram I. Elkus, recent Ambassador to Turkey, will tell us 
about the conditions in Armenia and Syria, and I urge upon all who can 
to attend and thus show their sympathy and interest. 

The Committee for Armenian Relief, which is an auxiliary of our Red 
Cross chapter, and has its sanction for the project in view, will announce 
through the local press its plan of campaign for the two designated days, 
November 2nd and 38rd. The appeal will not be for money, but for do- 
nations of material, which can be turned into money. Plainfield ‘thas not 
yet once failed to respond generously to the demands of ‘this great world 
crisis. This time the cry is for starving women and children and old 
men in a far land, war swept and devastated beyond our remotest imagin- 
ation. Our time of acute suffering may be at hand. We may be able to 


do less than we can do now for people who in their misery are calling — 


upon us to help them. Let us then do our utmost.

Mayor’s Proclamation. 
RED CROSS MEMBERSHIP CAMPAIGN 


To the People of Plainfield: 

Beginning Monday next and lasting until Christmas a campaign is to be 
conducted throughout the country for fifteen million Red Cross members, 
perhaps. twenty million. Our share here will be about four thousand, 
but we ought to do better than that out of a combined community popula- 
tion of thirty thousand. This is not a campaign for money, except that 
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there is a nominal membership fee of one dollar. It is a campaign for 
the enlistment, iby membership in the Red Cross organization, of your per- 
sonal interest in the greatest and noblest relief work ever undertaken, 
for those who are suffering ‘‘over there’’ in a degree which we cannot even 
imagine, much less understand or feel. The winning of the war itself 
depends in no small measure, as Mr. Taft so clearly pointed out the other 
evening, on the encouragement and new spirit of determination to hold fast, 
which the activities of the Red Cross behind the lines will bring to a suffer- 
ing France and Italy, and a ‘brave and enduring British ally. 

The men on the front need the cheerful encouraging support of the 
people whose territory is invaded and whose homes are threatened, as ours 
are not yet; and the support of the civilian populations of our European 
allies can be given in full measure only as they receive in turn in our im- 
mediate encouragement and help. This the Red Cross alone can furnish 
now, while our army is still in the making and not ready to take its stand 
en the firing line. 

It should be a matter of pride and personal honor with every patriotic 
American of mature years and understanding, to hold membership in this 
grand Christian army, the American Red Cross. Let our response here 
in this campaign transcend anything we have done so far. Let everybody 
join, for God’s sake and in His Name. .

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SEWERS. 
Plainfield, N.-J., Dec..31, 1917. 


To the Honorable Common Council of the City of Plainfield. 
Gentlemen:—-We submit herewith our annual report of work done and 
moneys received and expended during the year 1917. 


Sewer Construction. 


The sewers and pumping station for the west end of the city have peen 
completed and buildings are now being connected with the sewers. 

The construction of this part of our sewerage system was deferred from 
time to time for many years on account of anticipated difficulties of con- 
struction. These anticipations have been fully realized in actual con- 
struction, and the contract has been one of the most difficult and expensive 
ever undertaken in this city. 

Many of the sewers were in quicksand, and there was an abundance 
of ground water, but the work was done in an exceptionally thorough and 
careful manner iby the contractors, the Lange & Haslam Co. 

The length of sewers under this contract is 9.3 miles. 

Four-tenths of a mile of sewers from eight to eighteen inches in 
diameter was constructed by Contractor Ralph F. Relly in Madison Avenue 
and West Second Street, where larger sewers will be required during the 
life-time of the proposed permanent pavements. 

The cost of the ‘work under the two contracts, including engineering, 
inspection, etc., will be about $160,000. 


Disposal Works. 


The operation of the city sewage disposal works at ‘Rock Avenue was 
discontinued on November 28, 1916, when the new joint disposal system 
at Green Brook Park, formerly the Darling Farm, went into commission. 


Pumping Stations. 


Three of the sewage pumping plants in this city consist of pneumatic 
ejectors operated by motor-driven air compressors. . 
A small temporary station at Laramie Road is operated by compressed 

air from the Randolph Road station, to which point it lifts the sewage. 

The new plant at Rock Avenue consists of two motor-driven, direct 
connected centrifugal pumps and one centrifugal pump driven by a gasoline 
engine, each pump having a capacity of about 1,000 gallons per minute, 
pumping through a 12-inch force main 900 feet long. The lift, from 
pumps to outlet of force main is 23.7 feet. The force main empties into a 
chamber where the city main sewer discharges. From this chamber, the 
sewage flows into the siphon, which crosses under Green Brook, thence to 
the 42-inch joint trunk sewer at Green Brook Road, and through this sewer 
to the disposal works at Green Brook Park. 


Cleaning Sewers. 


A'bout two miles of sewers were cleaned this year and the system has 
been inspected and tested by flushing at frequent intervals. 


New Manholes. 


Where the permanent pavements were laid, twenty manholes were con- 
structed to make the sewers more conveniently accessible for removing 
obstructions. 
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Statistics 
There are now 69.14 miles of sanitary sewers, including 9.7@ miles con- 
structed under the two contracts previously referred to. There are 4,525 


house connections, 105 of which were made during the year 1917.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STREETS. 


Plainfield, N. J.,. December 31, 1917. 


‘To the Honorable Common Council of the City of Plainfield: 
Gentlemen: We submit herewith our annual report of work done and 
moneys received and expended during the year 1917. 


Extension of Permanent Pavement. 


Citizens of Plainfield will not need to be told that the year 1917 has 
witnessed a greater tearing up of streets than was ever seen in one year 
before, except, perhaps, when the sanitary sewers were constructed 
more than twenty years ago. Fi 

The inconvenience caused by the excavating of so many streets at once 
was greatly increased by the work of double-tracking the street railway on 
Bast Fifth Street and Watchung Avenue, and ‘the renewal iof ‘the tracks 
on West Front Street, Considerable trouble was also caused by the delay 
in delivery of paving and track materials, but by shifting the gangs from 
place to place, making use of materials which were on hand, the con- 
tractors were enabled to keep the work in constant progress. 

The movement to inaugurate the policy of constructing a section of per- 
manent pavement each year, and so to eliminate, as fast as possible, all 
macadam pavements where the travel is too heavy for them to sustain, 
began early in 1916, and considerable preliminary work was done that 
year. Storm sewers were constructed along the line of the streets to be 
improved where they were necessary to carry off the excess of storm water 
and to avoid the use of culverts or open gutters across the streets. These 
‘storm sewers are referred to later in this report. 

Existing sewer, gas, water, electric and telephone pipes-and conduits were 
examined and rebuilt, and new ones installed where required. 

The new pavements are of two kinds: Vitrified brick pavement on the 
streets near the center of the city and on other streets, where the traffic 
is heavy, and concrete pavement where lighter travel is expected. 

Wire-cut, lug, vitrified, shale paving bricks, mostly three inches deep, 
from Shawmut, Pa., were used. All ‘bricks were inspected at the works 
by a representative of the Pittsburgh Testing Laboratory, and frequent 
rattler tests for abrasion were made. The bricks received here are unusu- 
ally uniform in quality and appearance. 

The bricks were laid on a sand-cement cushion one inch deep composed 
ot one part Portland cement and three parts sand. The concrete founda- 
tion is six inches thick; one part Portland cement, three parts sand and 
six parts stone, gravel or slag. 

The sub-grade, the sand cushion and the bricks were thoroughly rolled. 
After the bricks had been culled and wet by sprinkling, the joints were 
filled with a grout composed of equal parts of Portland cement and selected 
sand. The grout was repeatedly applied and swept into the joints by 
Squeegees until the joints remained full. The pavement was not thrown 
open for travel until about two weeks after completion. 

In streets where railway tracks are laid, a pavement of re-clipped granite 
blocks on sand cushion and concrete base, was constructed ‘by the Public 
Service Railway Co. (at its own expense), between the rails and eighteen 
inches outside of them. The amount of granite block pavement thus laid 
will be about 6,400 square yards. 

The following streets were paved with brick: 

West Front Street, from Madison Avenue to Washington Avenue. 

East Second Street, from Watchung Avenue to Park Avenue. 
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North Avenue, from Watchung Avenue to Park Avenue. 

Hast Fifth Street, from Watchung Avenue to Richmond Street. 

Madison Avenue, from West Front Street to West Second Street. 

Park Avenue, from Fourth Street to Seventh Street, 

Watchung Avenue and Crescent Avenue, from East Fourth Street 
to Hast Sixth Street. | 

The contractor for the construction of all brick-paved streets, except 
Madison Avenue, was the Newark Paving Company, of Newark, N. J.; the 
work done by this company is proving very satisfactory. 

The length of brick streets in the city is now 1.99 miles. 

The concrete pavement was constructed of Portland cement, hard, clean 
sand and clean trap rock, in the proportion of 1-1%-3. - The stone was 
graded in size from 2% inches to %-inch; the depth of pavement was six 
inches at the sides and eight inches at the center. 

The concrete pavement was uniformly reinforced with a single layer of 
steel wire fabric weighing about forty-one pounds per one hundred square 
feet, and additional reinforcement was used over fresh excavations. 

Expansion joints of pre-molded ‘bitumen were provided, one-half inch 
thick along the curbs and one-quarter-inch thick along the street railway 
paving, and also across the concrete pavement at intervals of about fifty 
feet; these joints extend through the entire thickness of the pavement. 

Before placing the concrete, the sub-grade was rolled and sprinkled. 
The surface of the concrete was struck or shaped by means of a tem- 
plate, and finished with floats. 

As soon as it could be done without injury to the pavement, it was 
sprinkled, covered with salt hay and kept damp for ten days, after which 
the street was kept closed to travel for at least four days more. 

Concrete curbs, six inches wide and twenty inches deep, were constructed 
on all of the streets. 

Steel corner bars were provided on all circular curbs at street intersec- 
tions adjoining the concrete pavement, and on all curbs along the brick 
pavement. 

Bituminous expansion joints were placed in the curb joints adjoining the 
circular sections and about fifty feet apart on straight curb. 

The following streets were paved with concrete: 

Park Avenue, from Seventh Street to Ninth Street. 

Watchung Avenue, from East Sixth Street to East Seventh Street. 

Crescent Avenue, from East Sixth Street to Hast Seventh Street. 

East Seventh Street, from Watchung Avenue to Park Avenue and 

West Seventh Street, from Park Avenue to Grant Avenue. 

The contractor for the construction of the brick pavement on Madison 
Avenue and for all the concrete pavement was John C. Bentley, of Elizabeth, 
N. J.. who has given us a sample of good road building. The length of 
concrete streets in the city is now 1.64 miles. 


Macadamizing Contracts. 


Only one of the macadamizing contracts referred to in the last com- 
mittee report, viz., that comprising Lake Street and part of Raivine Road, 
‘was fully completed; the other contract was finished with the exception 
of securing a satisfactory surface. The delay in the completion of this 
contract was partly due to the great difficulty experienced in obtaining stone, 
and when this was finally secured, the cold weather prevented the appli- 
cation of the surface coat of Tarvia ‘‘B’’. 

The streets included in this contract were: Leland Avenue, between 
East Front Street and Green Brook; Sumner Avenue; Kensington Avenue, 
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between Prospect Avenue and Park Avenue; Edgewood Avenue, and Stelle 
Avenue ibetwéen Grant Avenue and Hobert Avenue. Leland and Ken- 
sington Avenues were macadamized seven inches deep; the others, six 
inches. 

Charles Lentz,.of Rahway, N. J., was the contractor on Lake Street 
and Ravine Road, and Hickey & Houghton, of Somerville, N. J., were the 
contractors on the remaining streets. These two contracts included 1.45 
miles of streets. 

Repairing Streets. 

West Front Street, west of Clinton Avenue, was in very bad condition 
this year, a case of poor macadam attempting to sustain a heavy mixed traf- 
fic. Considerable work was done on the south side of the street, using old 
stone from the abandoned contact beds, but the rest of this side, and all of 
the north side remain 'to be done. 

Considerable pot-hole patching with bituminous macadam binder was 
done, but not as much as was needed, the size of the appropriation restrict- 
ing the amount of such work which could bbe done. 

The old macadam from the streets paved this year was used in repairing 
parts of Washington Street, East Sixth Street, Arlington Avenue, East 
Seventh Street (gutters), North Avenue, and others. 


Surface Treatment. 


This year we were obliged, for lack of funds, to omit the tarring of many 
streets, some of which might have been saved from raveling by a timely 
application of tar or asphalt.

Storm Sewers 
The storm sewers, previously referred to in connection with the perma- 
nent pavement, comprise circular sewers from fifteen to forty-five inches in 


diameter and a rectangular sewer forty-two by fifty-four inches; they were 


constructed in the following streets: 
Grove Street, from Green Brook to West Front Street. 
East Fifth Street from Richmond Street to Franklin Place. 
West Fifth Street, from Arlington Avenue to Park Avenue. 
West Sixth Street, from Arlington Avenue to Park Avenue. 
Kast Seventh Street, from Park Avenue to Sycamore Street. 
West Seventh Street, from New Street to Central Avenue. 
West Seventh Street, from Grant Avenue to Division Street. 
West Eighth Street, from Grant Avenue to brook near Hobert Avenue.

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Watchung Avenue, from Hast Fourth Street to East Sixth Street. 

Park Avenue, from Cedar Brook to Seventh Street. 

New Street, from West Sixth Street to West Seventh Street. 

Grant Avenue, from West Eighth Street to West Seventh Street. 

West Front Street, from Grove Street to Central Avenue. 

West Front Street, from Liberty Street to Washington Avenue. 

West Front Street, from West End Avenue to Lafayette Place. 

Kast Fourth Street from Watchung Avenue to Washington Street.

East Front Street, from Washington Street to Watchung Avenue. 

Watchung Avenue, from East Front Street to Green Brook, a total length 
of 2.73 miles. ‘ 


The work was divided into two contracts, one with the John M. Kelley Co., 
of Camden, N. J., and the other with Captain Charles A. Peterson, for- 
merly of this city, but now at Anniston, Ala. Both contracts were executed 
in a satisfactory manner. 


The total cost of these storm sewers will ‘be about $85,500. 


The storm sewer in Stelle Avenue extension was constructed from the 
new county bridge over Cedar Brook toward the section of sewer already 
laid from Union Street. A length of 50 feet of sewer remains to be laid, 
36 feet of pipe being on hand for this purpose. 

The old 24-inch storm sewer in West Front Street, between Rock Avenue 
and the brook near Everett Place, has caved in at several places, and, owing 
to the treacherous nature of the ground, it is suggested that a larger rect- 
angular storm sewer ‘be constructed under ‘the southeast sidewalk of West 
Front Street, between the points named, to be eventually extended to the 
small brook at the City Line, if further surveys prove the practicability 
of this plan. 


As there is a strong probability that West Front Street will be selected 
as a State Road and permanently improved in the near future, it is im- 
portant that all such underground structures be made permanent as soon 
as possible. 


Recommendations. 


The experience of the past few years has demonstrated the impossibility 
ot keeping the surface of our macadam streets in a satisfactory condition 
with the amount of money which can ‘be spared for this purpose, and with 
the advancing prices of labor and of the materials used in this work, it 
will be necessary to expend more money if even reasonably satisfactory 
results are to be attained. 


We labor under the disadvantage of being obliged to attempt the repair 
of macadam, much of which is old and practically worn out, so that, as fast 
as one hole is repaired, another is liable to appear, with the result that 
the patching finally becomes continuous, if the street surface is maintained. 


These old macadam streets could be rebuilt (where permanent pavements 
are not necessary), with bituminous macadam, which should be at. least 
six inches thick. Such a pavement could be maintained in satisfactory 
‘condition at a reasonable cost. 


If, in addition, concrete curbs and gutters could be provided, a very sub- 
stantial and attractive improvement would ‘be secured. 

The initial expense of reconstructing the old macadam streets in this 
way would be large, but the cost of maintaining such streets would prob- 
ably be no more than is now spent for imperfectly repairing the old streets. 
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Street Widening 

The widening of Central Avenue, from West Front Street to the railroad, 
has been completed, the work of re-setting curb and flag stones and of 
macadamizing the widened strips of roadway being done by the street force. 

Sidewalks and Curbs. 

A fair amount of sidewalk and curbs were constructed during the year, 
the principal work being the curbing of West Fourth Street, from New Street 
to Monroe Avenue, started in 1916. Owing to war conditions, no attempt 
was made this year to compel the construction of many walks and curbs. 

As before noted, concrete curbs were constructed along all of the streets 
on which permanent improvements were laid. 


Burying Cats and Dogs. 
Two hundred and forty-six cats, 155 dogs and 8 chickens were buried by 
this department in 1917, at an expense of $202.50.

1917, giving the number of alarms and fires attended by the department 
during the year, and the amount of losses and insurance as near as can 
be ascertained.

Houses 


There are four engine houses owned by the city, headquarters pbuilding, 
Nos.’145 and 149 East Second Street, is occupied by the chief engineer’s 
offices; No. 2 Hose Wagon, No. 1 Hook and Ladder truck, No. 2 Pumping 
Engine (out of commission), chief’s car, and assistant chief's car. No. 1 
Hook and Ladder Truck being horse drawn. 

No. 1 Engine House, Nos. 206 and 208 West Second Street, No. 1 
Hose Wagon (horse drawn); Supply Wagon and Steam Fire Engine, in re- 
serve.

Fire Alarms. 

Our system is of the Gamewall Type, with 59 fire alarm boxes. Three 
boxes are private. Three boxes installed this year. We have about thirty- 
five and a half (35%) miles of overhead wire; with five 15-inch house 
gongs; six-inch tappers installed in the homes of members of the depart- 
ment, newspaper offices, etc.; one six-circuit automatic storage battery 
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and repeater switch board, having mounted on it instruments for testing and 
charging; one seven-circuit repeater; two house and five alarm circuits: 
punching register and time stamp with paper take-up reel. Power is 
furnished for system by Public Service Electric Corporation.

Conclusion and Recommendations. 

The Fire and Building Committee give time and attention to the interest 
of the department, always ready to listen to suggestions for the improve- 
ment in the department and where practical and possible do for the good 
of the department. On the war question, only a few words as it affects the 
fire department. Many articles used in the department cannot \be pro- 
cured at any price, others have doubled in price and quality is not as 


good as in the past. During the year a new heater has been installed 
in No. 1 Engine House. New doors at No. 3’s house. Punching register 
and time stamp at Headquarters. The Nott engine is still out of com- 


mission and a new motor has been ordered. A city service truck with a 
fifty-foot ladder has ibeen ordered. 

I would recommend that the fire alarm system be removed to the City 
Hall; that additional ‘boxes be located; red lights repaired and new ones 
located. 

Fire alarm boxes painted. 

Fire alarm wires be placed underground. 

Motorize Hose No. 1, doing away va two horses. 

Motorize Engine No. 1. 

As minor repairs are made to apparatus by firemen, equipment should be 
purchased.

The fire alarm system is cared for by Ryder & Graves Electrical Co., 
and has given satisfaction during the year. The telephone company has 
always given the department all aid possible. 

Police and Health Departments keep in close touch with the Fire Depart- 
ment, ready and willing to do for the general good. 

To his honor the Mayor, Leighton Calkins, Corporation Council, City 
Clerk, Chief of Police, all city officials and Public Service Corporation, 
I wish to express my appreciation for the interest shown in the depart- 
ment. The members of the department, while they were disappointed in 
the vote on two-platoon system, have been loyal to the interest of the 


department. War wages and hours have taken several men from the 
department. Plainfield is the only city in the State where votes were cast 
that did not give the firemen all asked for. Some Western cities have 


adopted the three-platoon system. 

I have pointed out above what I think is essential in the making of a 
first-class fire fighting organization. An organization which at all times 
should be adequate for the protection of both the life and property of the 
citizens of Plainfield, one in which the men in the departmen: would have 


full confidence, and in doing this, I feel that I have done my duty as the 


active head of the Fire Department. On the other hand I fully appreciate 


the earnest effort made ‘by the mayor and committee members of the Com- | 


mon Council to keep down the expenses in our city government, and in 
that way try to alleviate the hardships that iare ‘bound to fall wpon all be- 
cause of the.abnormal condition under which we are now living. I can 
assure them that while I ask it, were it possible to have all the things

PRESIDENT’S AND SECRETARY’S REPORT, 1917. 
January 2, 1918. 
To the Honorable Mayor and the Honorable Common Council, City of 
Plainfield, N. J. 

Gentlemen: In submitting this, the 29th annual report of the Board 
of Health, we wish to emphasize certain needs of the city, to which 
we have repeatedly called your attention. 

First, an isolation hospital of sufficient capacity and adequate means 
to care for more than one kind of communicable disease at a time. The 
matter. was ‘presented to you in a recent communication, but we wish to 
impress upon you the exigency of the situation and urge you to take 
immediate steps to remedy present conditions. 

Second, the need of a municipal system of collection and disposal of 
garbage and refuse. ‘The present method is unquestionably unsatisfac- 
tory and expensive, and just at this time, when conservation of our re- 
sources is being urged as a patriotic duty, it seems to us that the city 
should take over this work. The outlay of a*comparatively small sum 
could result in saving of money to the community, the reclamation of 
much valuable material and a vast improvement in sanitary conditions. We 
recommend that the practicability of hog-raising on the property of the 
old sewer farm be seriously considered. 

Third, public comfort stations. The number of arrests made during the 
year for committing nuisances emphasizes the need better than any ar- 
zument we can make. 

We realize fully the enormous financial burden resting upon the 
shoulders of our taxpayers and would not urge any measures involving 
further expenditure unless we considered them absolutely necessary. The 
money spent for betterment of sanitary conditions is an investment in the 
future health, of our citizens, the value of which cannot be over-estimated.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICERS, 1917. 


Board of Health, Plainfield, N. J. 


Gentlemen: We have the honor to submit the following report of work 
done by our department during 1917: 

The abnormal conditions of the past year have in many ways em- 
phasized the growing demand, need and practical value of constructive 
and educational health work. Never in the history of the world has pub- 
lic and individual ‘health been at such a premium, and we realize the im- 
portance of not only maintaining the present degree of health of the com- 
munity, but the necessity of raising the standard of living conditions 
which will result in a much higher degree. 

The work of a health department is no longer limited to the abate- 
ment of nuisances and quarantining cases of communicable diseases. Sani- 
tary science has shown the value of prevention rather than cure. With 
this in mind, our inspection system, has been reorganized. The city was 
divided into three sections—east, west and central—and an inspector 
made responsible for each section. As one result of this method there 
were fewer nuisances than for several years and many of these were re- 
ported by the inspectors. 

As an illustration of the growth of the activities of the department, a 
comparison of some of the figures given in the report for 1902 and those of 
1917 might be interesting. We note that in 1902 only 1,890 inspections 
were made and 177 samples of milk analyzed, while this past year there 
were 24,258 inspections made and 901 milk analyses. 

The methods used in our- milk supervision were also changed. We 
found that beyond a certain point dairy scores had no practical value 
and accomplished little in the way of sanitary betterment or in the pro- 
duction of cleaner milk. ‘So we tried the experiment of taking samples 
of milk as it was delivered to the creameries. The result of the analysis 
of samples taken under such conditions proved a (pretty fair index of the 
methods employed in its production and handling. Followed up by in- 
spection of the dairies and by the analysis of subsequent samples, this 
method resulted in many cases in marked improvement.

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Prosecutions. 

Five cases were tried in the police court, and in one a fine was imposed. 
Three cases were for breaking quarantine and the others for permitting 
chickens to run at large. ‘One of the milk dealers was found guilty of 
adding water to his milk. A case was prepared against him, but was set- 
tled out of court, the $50 penalty being paid to us through our attorney.

DIPHTHERIA 


The fifty-one cases represent but thirty-five primary infections as in 
eleven instances there were two or more cases in a family. This condition 
was due to the fact that the original cases were well advanced before a 
physician was called and isolation established. This also probably accounted 


for the spread of the disease which resulted in a mild outbreak, forty-two, 
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or practically 82 per cent., of the entire number of cases for the-year being 
reported between October 4th and December 15th. Every effort was made 
to trace the source of infection, and during the course of investigation 
(which included taking cultures from all probable contacts) two carriers 
were located. These were undoubtedly responsible for several of the 
cases. 

SCARLET FEVER 


The disease was in a mild form and for the fourth year, no deaths re- 
sulted. The thirty-six cases reported represent about the normal number. 


TYPHOID FEVER 
Only six cases of this disease occurred in Plainfield among our residents 
—the same number as last year when our lowest case rate was established. 
Wor the first time in ten years, however, there were no deaths. 
Free vaccination against typhoid is furnished by the department in ac- 
cordance with the new regulations of the State Sanitary Code, but only one 
of our citizens availed himself of the offer, thus far. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


There is apparently little change in the tuberculosis situation, for al- 
though fewer cases were reported, the decrease is not significant and the 
mortality still continues nearly 50 per cent. It is hoped, however, that the 
increased preventoria and sanitoria facilities now available at Bonnie Burn 
for Union County residents will result in lessening the prevalence and 
fatality of this disease.

The City Physician was called upon to render his services in the follow- 
ing instances: 

Two tuberculosis investigations for court testimony on commitment 
cases. 

Five investigations on account of suspected cases of contagious disease. 

Hight consultations with physicians to establish diagnosis. 

In addition, Dr. Carman was called in consultation in four cases, two of 
which were suspected smallpox. 

We still maintain our system of medical and sanitary inspection of cir- 
cuses and carnivals. This past year, one carnival and two circuses were 
inspected ‘by Dr. Currie, the City Physician, assisted by a representative of 
the department.

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REPORT OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT FOR THE YEAR 1917 


To the Alms Committee of the Honorable the Common Council of the City 

of Plainfield, N. J. 

Gentlemen: I hereby submit to you the annual report of the Poor Depart- 
ment for the year 1917, as fallows: 

The ‘work for the whole year has fbeen, as to amount and character, 
normal; i. e., no unusual feature has needed any excessive exertion of 
either time or labor, and the ‘work has gone along without any friction. 

The regular meetings of the committee were all pleasant and- harmonious, 
and all business received careful consideration and was disposed of in short 
order. 

We have appreciated the hearty co-operation of the Charity Organized 
Aid Society, and their Mr. Veysey and Miss Phillips have given valued advice 
in many instances as to amount and character of relief to grant needy 
families. 

Following is a summary of each section of the department as to work 
and disbursements:. 

Office 


The office assumes the responsibility of administration of all the different 


sections of the department and to it is charged all the overhead expenses 


thereof. 


These consist of the salaries of ‘the overseer and city physician, equipment — 


and supplies needed in keeping accounts, correspondents, etc., together with 
various incidentals necessary and unavoidable. 

A typewriter has been added to the equipment this year, which will 
avoid waiting the convenience of other offices and add to the efficiency 
of this.

Outdoor Relief 

The work of this section is both varied and complicated. 

While a number of families have been on our ‘books for several consecu- 
tive years, new cases frequently appear which require careful investiga- 
tion as to settlement and conditions, and it is in connection with these new 
eases that the trained visitors of the Charity Organization have been a 
valued adjunct to the department.

The affairs of this section have worked very smoothly this year, the only 
drawback being the high prices of supplies, which with the smaller num- 
ber of inmates of the almshouse makes the per capital of maintenance 
appear large compared with that of previous years, but even at the greater 
cost it is less than we could have cared for them in any other way. 


The City Farm, a part of this section, also suffered under the same 
handicap, as extra labor was needed in larger quantities and the price seem- 
ed almost prohibitive. 

A larger acreage was seeded to rye this season and the early season being 
wet, the crop grew splendidly and yielded a bountiful return; but the later 
crops were almost a failure. 

The farm certainly needs a heavy coating of good stable manure to sup- 
ply the land with humus, which is lacking. Without this it is impossible 
to raise some greatly desired crops.

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REPORT OF SHADE TREE COMMISSION 


Plainfield, N. J., Dec. 31, 1927 


To the Honorable Common Council of the City of Plainfield. 

Gentlemen: We submit herewith our annual report of work done and 
moneys received and expended during the year 1917. 

The trees in the streets and in the City Park have received the usual 
care, having been pruned and sprayed ‘where necessary. 

Fungus diseases and insect pests have been combated and guarded 

against. The most dangerous tree enemy which has appeared in Plain- 
field during the year was the Tussock Moth Caterpillar. 
_ These appeared in considerable numbers in the fall of 1915 and in the 
summer of 1917, They were kept within control, however, so that but 
little damage was done here, though in some of the nearby cities quite a 
number of trees were defoliated. 

Many over-crowded trees have been removed, and considerable private 
work has been done at a profit to the city. A quantity of wood has 
been sold, in addition to our furnishing the City Street Department with 
practically all the wood needed for heating the tar kettles. 

The unusual severity of the storms at the close of the year resulted in 
great damage to the trees. Many twisted and broken branches have 
already been removed, but there is much work yet to be done in the way 
of cutting off stubs and treating the scars.

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BOARD OF RECREATION COMMISSIONERS ~ 


To the Honorables the Mayor and Common Council of the City of Plainfield. 


The Board of Recreation Commissioners take pleasure in tendering to 
you the Highth Annual Report of the commission for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31st, 1917, which includes a detail report of the treasurer, H. W. 
Marshall, showing a balance on hand of $455,63, and which also embodies a 
report from the secretary, G. W. Wriston. 

The work of the commission during the summer was somewhat affected 
by the absence of many of the older children ‘who usually participate in 
the outdoor exercises which the playgrounds afford. Many of them found 
opportunities to get employment during the summer months and others de- 
voted their energies to such work as would help the cause of the Allies. 
Therefore the attendance was much less than usual, especially was this 
noticeable at the Parker Field. The school playgrounds were very well 
attended, and the children were able to accomplish their usual work, which 
was very well represented in their exhibition at the end of the season.

Parker Field was open for the use of the High School baseball and track 
teams from early spring. The tennis courts were also in operation long 
before the summer playgrounds season. 

During the spring the High School played eleven home games of base- 
ball with an estimated total attendance of 2,500 for the season. During 
the fall months there were five home games of football with estimated total 
attendance of 3,000. Other games of baseball than those of the High 
School were played to the number of 29. 

The attendants at the tennis courts during the summer season was 694 
and this in the face of much wet ‘weather during July. 

The shower baths at Parker Field were in constant use during the heated 
term. Each day upward of one hundred men and boys took shower baths. 

The carrying on of playground work is directly in line with the exhorta- 
tion of the President that nothing should be omitted that tends to the 
physical well-being and fitness of the rising generation. 

On all the grounds of the school playgrounds during the last week of the 
season there were exhibitions of the handwork of folk dancing. These 
were largely attended and showed the results of the instructicn of 
the trained corps of supervisors and their assistants. 

On September 20th the commission, in co-operation with the American- 
ization Committee, sponsored a pageant, ‘“‘The Democracy of Labor’’ at the 
Horse Show Grounds. The work was prepared under the direction of 
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Miss Lamson and Miss Philips. The pageant was a great success and the 
estimated attendance was between seven and ten thousand people.

The commissioners hope that the recreation work will receive the 
earnest support of all the people of Plainfield. We would be pleased if the 
parents of the children, as well as other citizens would visit the grounds 
occasionally and interest themselves in the work, as the commissioners 
would always be glad to receive suggestions, whereby the work could be 
improved. The field for this work is almost unlimited, and is one of the 
most important branches of the city government that could be undertaken, 
as it instills into its youth ideals of the highest character—-self reliance, 
courage and fair-play are brought out and are cultivated in every way.

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RESEARCH AND ADVISORY COMMISSION 
Plainfield, N. J., March 1, 1918. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and \Gommon ‘Council of the (City of 
Plainfield: 
Gentlemen: 

The Research and Advisory Commission submits herewith its report for 
the year 1917: 

The commission has held numerous meetings during the past year to 
consider the matters referred to it by the Common Council with the fol- 
lowing results: 

The commission has made a general investigation of the causes leading 
to the flooding of the eastern portion of Plainfield at times of very heavy 
rain storms, and has considered what might ‘be done to remedy, so far as 
seems practicable, the conditions from which these floods arise. 

The natural surface drainage system of the city consists of two streams, 
Green Brook and Cedar Brook, the former and larger stream having its 
source in the mountains northwest of Scotch Plains, and the latter having 
its source in Scotch Plains township, near the property of the Westfield 
Golf Club. 

The divide between these two streams is not prominent and in fact, for 
a considerable distance south west of Scotch Plains, the slope of the land 
is practically continuous from Green Brook to Cedar Brook, so that when- 
ever the former overflows its banks the flood water flows directly to the 
latter. 

The channels of Green Brook and its tributaries above Scotch Plains 
and the slopes of the watershed adjacent thereto are steep. This results in 
the rapid delivery of storm water to the portion of this brook ibelow Scotch 
Plains which has a comparatively slight slope with a correspondingly slower 
flow. Such a condition naturally causes a rapid accumulation of water 
in the brook between Scotch Plains and Plainfield, where it soon overflows 
the low bank and enters the Cedar Brook valley, principally outside of 
Plainfield, and following the natural water course into Plainfield causes the 
flooded conditions which sometimes prevail along Cedar Brook from Terrill | 
road to Watchung Avenue. 

There is a popular impression that the several dams across Green Brook 
between Richmond Street and Leland Avenue are the cause of these 
floods, but this is not altogether true. The influence of these dams is 
local, rather than general, and while some of them, principally the one 
northeast of Farragut Road, causes Green Brook to overflow into East Front 
Street sooner than it otherwise would, they have nothing to do with the 
flood caused by the overflow of the brook occurring northeast of Raymond 
Avenue. This is proven by the fact that the crest of the highest dam in the 
Mali property is level with the bed of ‘tthe stream at Nether- 
wood Avenue, while the brook begins to overflow just southwest of Park 
Avenue, in Scotch Plains, nearly a mile andahalf above Netherwood 
Avenue, and where the brook is at least thirty feet higher than at Nether- 
wood Avenue. In other words, if the dams were removed from Green 
Brook, the overflow from this stream would be of less volume below 
Raymond Avenue, but would not be affected above that point, where the 
cverflow results from natural causes. It will thus be seen that two en- 
tirely separate districts are flooded and that ‘the causes of the flooding 
of these districts are different. 

When the commission considered a remedy ‘for these conditions, the 
obvious thing seemed to be to increase the capacity of Green Brook by 
widening, deepening and regulating its channel from Scotch Plains to 
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Dunellen, so that it could carry all the water that would reach it. While 
this might be desirable, the great expense incident to such an undertaking, 
and the fact that the co-operation of at least four municipalities through 
which the stream flows would probably ‘be necessary to carry it out, coupled 
with the further fact that only Plainfield would be materially benefited 
thereby lead to the belief that such a solution of the problem is impracti- 
cable at this time. 

Two things might, however, be done which would greatly relieve the 
trouble. The first would be to remove all artificial obstructivns, such as 
dams, from Green Brook. This might be accomplished with the co-opera- 
tion of the dam owners. The removal of the dams would, as stated, 
only relieve the flood condition originating southwest of Raymond Avenue. 

Second. The floods originating northeast of this point, which arise from 
natural causes, will still reach Cedar Brook, and this stream should be in- 
creased in capacity to furnish an outlet for the water. ° 

A considerable portion of the channel of Cedar Brook is dry for the 
greater part of the time, and this fact has led owners of abutting lands to 
make serious encroachments upon the stream in the form of walls, build- 
ings, ete., leaving an insufficient waterway to carry off the added flow occas- 
ioned by storms and thaws. 

Cedar Brook forms the main natural drainage channel of the eastern sec- 
tion of the city and must eventually serve as an outlet for all storm sewers 
constructed there. Such being the case, the commission feels that all owners 
of land abutting on Cedar Brook should join with the city in abating the 
present undesirable conditions by removing, or permitting the city to re- 
move, obstructions which now interfere with the natural flow of the brook, 
and permit the city to widen the bed of the stream sufficiently to accomplish 
this purpose; and grant to the city a permanent right of way in the stream 
so as to maintain it as a natural drainage channel for the storm sewers 
in that part of the city which it serves. 

In view of the fact that those who own property abutting on Cedar 
Brook are the most seriously affected by flood waters, and the widening, 
deepening, straightening and concreting of this brook, where necessary, 
will be the means of not only relieving them of damage and inconvenience 
caused by flood waters, but will also increase the value of their property, 
it would seem reasonable and just that they should ‘be willing and desirous 
of co-operating with the city in the manner suggested. 

The plan outlined would provide the best and only practicable outlet 
for the natural overflow from Green Brook into Cedar Brook, and also put 
the city in possession of an outlet for storm sewers which must, for the 
benefit of property owners, be constructed in the eastern district of the city 
at some future time. 

The matter of Municipal Parks, which was referred to the commission, 
has received ‘proper consideration. Because of conditions due to the war 
and the necessity of retrenchment in all expenditures, it is deemed unwise 
at the present time to suggest the acquisition of lands for a park system. 
For that reason the commission has no specific report to make with respect 
to this subject, but will give the matter further consideration and report 
thereon in due time. 

No expense of any nature has ‘been incurred by the commission during 
the past year.
